indifference to crime in the U.S. and 1 
condemned what was described as a 
tendency qf the legislatures to ex¬ 
ceed the powers granted to them by 
the constitution, These things, he 
said, tended mj[4eaken the regime 
of law and breed turbulent popula¬ 
tions, prone to war. 

Declaring the “one thing we want 
above all else for ourselves and for 
other nations is a continuance of 
peace,” Mr. Coolidge reviewed nego¬ 
tiations by the state department Cor 
treaties against war and for arbitra¬ 
tion treaties. 

The Brland proposal that the Unit¬ 
ed States and France sign a treaty to ] 
renounce war was described by tho 
President as having developed into 
"one of the most impressive peace 
movements that the world has ever 
seen. 

"It Is my earnest hope that success 
may crown the negotiations now in 
progress and that the ideals which 
have inspired the French minister of 
foreign affairs and the secretary of 
state of the U.$. in their joint efforts

Origin of Crows Nest 

Many living here may have wondered how the name 
given to the magnificent mountain frcm which the entire 
district takes its name originated. A very interesting book 
published by the Geographic Board of Canada entitled 
“Place Names of Alberta*’ furnishes the following des-| 
cription. 

The present Crowsnest mountain is in lat. 49 deg, 42’, 
long. 114 deg. 35*. The original mountain, however, toj 
bear the name may have been some 18 miles further east 
according to a statement of Mr. R. N. Wilson, for many 
years Indian agent on the Blood Indian reserve, wlioj 
writes (1918):— •** 

“About 22 years ago the aged Blood chief, Ermine 
Horse or Blackfoot-Old-Woman, guided me to the scene ofj 
the murder of two white miners, by himself a»d some com¬ 
panions in his early life. He had stated that it was a crow’s 
nest but, to my surprise, headed for a high, isolated and 
prominent hill standing between the Porcupines and the I 
Rockies, and some few miles north and east of the Eastern 
entrance to the Crow’s Nest Pass. He said this is what 
the Indians called the Crow’s Nest (literally speaking, the 
raven’s home) pointing to the timbered, rocky top. I 
questioned him about the pass and what the whites call the 
Crow’s Nest mountain, to which he replied, that perhaps is 
the white man’s talk. We Indians knew but one Crow’s 
Nest and this is it, and waving his arm about, all Indians 
refer to thisjocality as the Crow’s Nest country, which 
would account for the name being extended to the neigh¬ 
bouring river and pass.’’ 

“Crowsnest; mountain, also lake, pass, liver and 
viflage; the name of the mountain is a translation of the 
Cree Indian name kali-ka-ioo-wut-tshis-ti n ar.d of the 
Blackfoot name ma-sto-eeas, literally ‘dlie nest of the crow 
(or raven)”; it does not commemorate the slaughter of 
Crow Indians by the Blackfeet when they got them in 
corner or “nest” as set forth in local tradition, but merely 
the nesting of crows. The first mention of the name is in 
a report dated 15 December, 1858, of Capt. Blakiston of the’ 
Palliser Expedition, who writes:—‘I have not mentioned 
the existence of two other passes across this portion of the 
mountains, called the Crowsnest and Flathead Passes. The 
Crowsnest Pass, of which I have marked the geneial direc¬ 
tion on the plan, follows up Crowsnest River, a tributary 
of Belly River, into the mountains, and gains the west side 
near ‘The Steeples.’ By report of the natives it is a very 
bad road, and seldom used., I observed the old trail coming 
in from the plains on the left bank of Crowsnest river.' 
‘The Crowsnest’ mountain is shown on the Palliser Expe¬ 
dition map of 1865.”

A very fine tourist edition of the Calgaiy Heiald was 
published this week, extolling the attractions of Albertai 
from the motorists’ viewpoint, and miles and miles of auto 
routes were shown on maps, with illustrations of points of 
interest. But the publicity which the Crows Nest Pass 
and the Red Trail (Trans-Canada) received was nil. All 
roads on the maps published, in the edition showed Calgary j 
as the hub of the main auto roads throughout the province. 
Of course, Calgary and The Herald cannot be blamed for' 
using this method of presenting that city’s claims for tourist 
traffic. They are out for business and spending their 
money to secure it. 

It emphasizes more clearly the point that The Journal 
has stressed on various occasions, that the business men in 
the towns on this southern Alberta section of the Red 
Trail must do their own boosting if they are to get the 
benefit of tourist traffic. Fernie is equally interested in the 
movement, or should be, and oiganized effoit is very essen¬ 
tial in order that the attractions of the Crows Nest Pass 
route through the Rockies be placed before tourists. This] 
part of the country—to use a slang phrase—has the goods 
to deliver, but the tourists have got to be shown. And we 
must show enthusiasm if we are to interest others.

The Rock, Mountain Lakes fish¬ 
ing season was opened recently 
with a catch of a thirty-two pound 
lake trout by George Andrews of 
Banff, in Lake Minnewanka. A 
number of others of not such a 
great weight were caught by guests 
of the Banff Springe Hotel. 

The month of April was the most 
successful so far this year from the 
standpoint of families settled, ac¬ 
cording to a statement issued by 
the Canada Colonization Associa¬ 
tion. During the month 81 families 
were settled throughout the Domi¬ 
nion on 19,249 acres of land, bring¬ 
ing the total of settlements from 
the first of the year up to 224 on 
46,207 acres. ( 

There are in Alberta today 77,192 
fanners who have 834,324 horses in 
use and 10,225 tractors. In Saskat¬ 
chewan records show 116,762 farm¬ 
ers with 1,199,566 horses and 24,367 
tractors. Manitoba has 51,200 
farmers with 356,480 horses and 10.- i 
833 tractors. The survey would 
indicate that while the horse is yet 
far from being a back number on 
Western Canadian farms, the day 
of the tractor has definitely a-n-iv- 
ed. 

Miss Jean Cameron, who came to 
her parents from England at the 
age of four, at ten commenced 
trapping In the district of her 
father’s homestead. Today, at the 
age of 21, she finds it quite a lucra¬ 
tive and congenial pursuit, and 
quite superior to any occupation 
which would keep her in the city. 
She follows a trap line within a ten 
mile radius of her house and her 
catch includes coyote, lynx, weazol 
and fox. 

A record passage by a freighter 
and one that has only been expected 
of a passenger ship was recently 
accomplished when the Canadian 
Pacific Cargo steamship Beaver- 
burn docked at the Surrey Commer¬ 
cial Docks, London, nine days after 
leaving Montreal. The trip was the 
first outt of Montreal of one of the 
. new “Beaver” vessels and this rec¬ 
ord will be clipped by from twelve 
to fifteen hours now that the Bea- 
verbum and vessels of her class aire 
routed via the Straits of Belle Isle. 

Seed growing is one of the latest 
industries of Vancouver Island of 
steadily increasing importance. 
Vancouver Island sweet pea seed 
soils on the English market from 
three to four shillings per pound 
more than the California seed. The 
largest sweet pea seed farm is at 
Duncan, which produces yearly 
about two tons. From 15 to 20 
women are employed each year to 
pick, clean and pack the seed, Ihe 
excellence and high quality of which 
is becoming world-famous. 

All the sport of fishing with a 
minimum of destruction of fish was 
realized recently when a party of 
four members of the Izank Walton 
League of American enjoyed a fort¬ 
night's salmon fishing on the Cains 
River, New Brunswick. The party 
took 150 salmon and returned them 
ail to the water except twelve. .The 
fish ranged from 25 pounds lo tin 
average of fifteen lbs and were 
taken with barbless hooks and 
streamer flies. Very fine sport was 
enjoyed but the fish were in no way 
injured, when returned to their na¬ 
tive stream.

Canada’s New Status 


Now Receiving General Recognition 
In International Procedure 

The peculiar status of the British 
commonwealth has received Interna¬ 
tional recognition says the London
